Quite possibly we 
now have that book from Ed Ains- 
worth, in BECKONING DESERT, 
For many years a writer on the 
Los Angeles Times, Edward Mad- 
din Ainsworth has given us num- 
erous books of short pieces. Tak- 
en often from his column, they 
have been about many things. 
California history has absorbed 
much of his interest. But always 
his. vacations were spent on the 
desert. Each time he returned to 
Los Angeles he left a bit of his 
heart with that lonely land. Now 
he has written of it, — of how it 
came to be, and what it can mean 
to men. He-has written his heart 
out, and given usa book to own. 

Those of us who’ have followed 
the adventures of Elsa, the lioness, 
and her loving mistress, Joy Ad- 
amson, now have the final round- 
ing out of the story, in the de- 
lightful FOREVER FREE. The 
first pages are full of the happy 
relationship between Elsa, the cubs 
born in the wild-world and brought 
home by Elsa, and the Adamson 
family... Then a shadow falls, as 
the Adamsons are told they must 
remove the small family from the 
reserve because-of danger to oth- 
ers. While they. are away in- 
search of a new home for the 
lioness and her cubs, Elsa sickens 
and dies. The rest of the book is 
given to the great, even heroic, 
and finally successful efforts of 
the Adamsons to find a home for 
these cubs. Julian Huxley says

- PORTERVILLE MUSEUM! 

The southeastern Tulare county area now has an opportuni 
to establish a museum — but there is a lot of work te be al 
and there is money to be raised if people of this community real- 
ly want a museum. 

After a number of months of negotiation — things like this 
always take time — the Southern Pacific Railroad company has 
agreed to give to the city of Porterville the building and site of 
the old SP passenger depot; the Porterville chamber of com- 
merce seems inclined to accept responsibility for a museum; ten- 
tatively, the noon Lions club is considering a community project 
to finance the necessary work that must be done to put the old 
depot in shape for a museum. 

There is also considerable talk — and favorable talk it is — 
to make the museum a memorial to our late state senator, J. 
Howard Williams. 

Certainly the SP depot property has many desirable as- 
pects as a museum site. There is a lot of interesting history con- 
nected with location of the Southern Pacific railroad back in the 
1880's; it was the father of Senator Williams, J. H. Williams, who 
gave the land originally to the railroad; location is near the cen- 
ter of town; there is area around the building that can be utilized. 

As for the Southern Pacific, this company merely wants the 
legality of quit-claim deeds taken care of, and assurance that the 
property will be put into presentable conditions and maintained 
as a museum. There would be a reversionary clause in case the 
museum was not maintained, 

This is most fair on the part of the railroad officials. Now 
it is up to the people of the Porterville community, and that in- 
cludes the entire southeastern Tulare county area. 

The museum shapes up as a most desirable community proj- 
ect. Not only would such an establishment preserve some of the 
important mementos of the past, it would also be a center of 
interest for many persons passing through, and coming to Por- 
terville. 

Experience in other communities has proved that a museum 
can be a fine drawing card for a community. A museum at the 
old Southern Pacific depot could be a fine thing from many 
standpoints and is something that deserves real community at- 
tention and support.

Suddenly, 
last Friday it was discovered that 
it was about time to finalize the 
good, old term papers. 

TWO OF THESE LITERARY 
gems were in the making about 
our house, and some 129 phone 
ealls to and from like author- 
scholars were recorded in a 48 
hour. period. The mystery of 
course, is how many of these pa- 
pers get written. The process -is 
accompanied. by so many screams 
and groans and lost books, that it 
resembles organized chaos. 

YOUR CORRESPONDENT GOT 
drawn, reluctantly, into the liter- 
ary process in the course of a 
peaceful Sunday afternoon. I was: 
awarded the honor of being proof- 
reader and technical adviser to 
term paper production. This is 
an honor that I would gladly re- 
linquish. 

IN THE FIRST PLACE, a term 
paper is not simply a literary out- 
pouring of fine original prose. |; 
That would be too simple. Rather, | 
it is a technical stylized form of 
quotos, footnotes, references, bib- 
liographies and patterns. I dis-], 
covered many amazing things. Did |! 
you know for instance, that in a 
footnote you put the author’s first 
name first, but in the bibliogra- 
phy, you put his first name last.

THERE ARE MANY MORE of] 
these fine and intriguing points] 
that were set out in something 
called the “Stanford Form’. Wef 
found that this had been abandon- 
ed for a souped up job called the 
“Campbell Form’. Following the 
instructions was something like 
wandering through a maze of co- 
lons, commas, footnotes and mar- 


fashion. But, when so much stress 
is put on form and mechanics, it 
shrivels up the budding genius of 
original writing. Maybe, they 
should assign two term papers; 
one for form, and one for content.
